©iginey  w^fen;  thty*  m^Q  a  certain t 
LpaguQ-  in  the,  Woxldy^  in  order  to 
ra'akc  a  Mends  for  a  bet rer  made  be- 
fore, they  would  certainly  have 
conffdered  farther  befo  e  they  had 
Vi^'dfipik  \v'\x^  ai  .^tiofi ,  'that  are 
neither  fit  to  go  Abroad  nor  (lay  at 
Home.

Beargarden;  wh:rc,  if  they  do 
f'^e  the  Blood  ru'i  about,  they  alws 
cry  Oil  a  Chsit,  a  Chi.it,  anj  t^ 
poor  Fellows  are  fain  to  Cutt  om 
another,  tha^-th^y  nny  nor  be  pnli'd 
a  pieces;  v.  here  the  caufc  is  plarii 
they  a  e  bold  for  (car,  and  puJi  up 
Courage  enough  to  F%ht  becauie 
they  are  afraid  of  flie  People. 

If  the  D-"  of  S-y  had  been, 
fcrev/'d  up  in  this  Engine  he  would 
never  havit  phy'd  the  Fool  twice, 
purely  to  be  counted  a  Knave  as  of- 
ten, and  yet  get  nothing  by  it,  but 
his  own  Ruin  and  ths  Reputation  of 
being  truded  by  no  Body  and  hated 
by  tvf:.rj  Body.
